Munich Germany, March 22.—"Tbe

Good luck to you!" while a tear rol'led 
down her cheek. One of the artillery- 
men saluted, 
then took off his cap, 
twirled it in the air and cried: "Come 
now, 
my dear lady, just a little smile 
please.''

French trenches near the Vesle for 
an abandoned farm where, climbing 
to the garret, they were able to dis-
